CINQVBVAIjLI CONTINUES TO 
TIlIUMril. 



At tbe Theatre Roral, Dublin, Ireland, Id 
tbe pantomime of "I'uss In Boots," Clnqiie- 
vall I proved to bo the leading attraction, and 
The UulUn Telegraph, Jan. 31, lOOS, says; 

"Cinquevalll's specialties Id the several 
scenes perhaps Impress the memory tbe most. 
lie Is a flrst-rate juggler. Qla feats are Intro- 
duced as a natural deTelopmcnt of the plot. 
lie appears, Qrst as a Freach waiter, with 
some good, If uot always very new, jokes. In- 
troducing bis skilful manipulation of the tea 
service, and nil bis fcnts follow naturally on 
tbe llret. His performances with the cannon 
hall are fen ts not merely of skill, but uf 
strength and of danger. All jugglers tbrowup 
plates, knives and balls and catch them with 
great dexterity. Claquevalll throws up a tea 
service, of which tbe sugar bowl Is fliled with 
sugar and the teapot fliled with tea or other 
fluid, and bo holds tbe articles spinning in 
tbe Bir for some minutes, and none of the 
sugar or tbe tea Is spilled. He balances a 
number of billiard balls on the top ot a bil- 
liard cue, which Is Itself resting on a billiard 
ball on bis head, and finally cfrops tbe ball« 
from their Insecure mount Into pockets 
strapped to bis shoulders. \\'blle be balances 
a billiard ball on his head, ho kicks a hnlf- 
crowD from his knee on to his eye as a mon- 
ocle, and then by muscular Ininulac shoots It 
from. one eye to the other. Ills clever tricks 
with cues are the most remarkable of all. A 
billiard ball rolls aloag the side of a cue with 
the precision of n train on Its track ; but the 
most striking trick Is that with a silk nat 
which be causes to roll along a billiard cue, 
stop, poise, or bang at will, so that the arti- 
cle would almost appear Instinct with life; 
nnd the feat Is cot merely wonderful In Itself, 
but Is carried on with much quaint humor.'

musical composition. Do you know that I 
was always Impressed wllb the fact that rag 
tima was a species ot diseased music? It is 
not normal. All vibration and rhythm Is 
regular. Whea It is broken by accident or 
design It Is unnatural and abnormal. In 
rag time the regular musical rhythms are 
broken — citbcr delayed or anticipated — there- 
fore they're not normal. That's why I say 
the disjointed rbytbm of rag time la diseased 
music." 

Some time ago Hubert Deveau, the chalk 
and comedy artist, waa playing at the Or- 
phcum, New Orleans. Uc bad finished the 
two first numbers ot his act, and was patting 
the climax on the little comedy for Moses 
& Goldstein, At that moment a man got 
up In the audience an expressed himself with 
the enthusiastic remark : 

"If I could draw like that I would give 
my bouse and lot." 

Ilia wife, who sat by his aide, proved equal 
to the situation and quickly pulled him down 
by his coat tall Into his seat, with a good 
and sensible advice, loud enough for a good 
part of the audience to hear.
